this was found liable to abuse-—by allowing 
amorbid or mischievous curiosity. in- 
dulye itself in a re-examination, hefore 
erinding the mass into new paper— the 
burning system is now: adopted.

Fresnel Lights. 

(Of this truly brilliant discovery. the 
following account is given by Mr. Bryant 
in one of his letters to the New York /’us/. 
It will be seen by the last paragraph that

I have just returned froin visit to one 
of the government) offices, which the 


Fresnel lights, designed for the light-houses: 


on the Frech coast are deposited. The 
invention of Fresnel is one of the most 


beantiful examples we of that skill 


by which the apparently barren phenome- 
na of science are forged into the. service of 
Light, you know, radiates in all diree- 
tions. Place a lamp in a tower on ay sea- 
coast, and part of its rays are wasted on 
the clonds above it, part on the earth be- 
low, and part stream to the right and left, 
where they are not wanted. By a most 


ingenious arrangement of priswis, Fresnel. 


collected these useless rays and sent them 


forward in a horizontal direction, parallel 


with the surface of the ocean, where they 
must meet the eye of the mariner. An 
intense light, by this concentration of its 
beams, is obtained from a single lamp. — | 
desired’ to see an example of the effect pro- 
duced, and aelamp was placed within one 


of Fresnel's circles of prisms, while I stood 


at the distance of twenty feet or more.— 
It blazed into wy eyes like a rising sun, 
and I could not bear to look at it. 

Lieutenant Bartlett, of the United 
States Navy is now iu Paris, Superintend- 
ing the purchase of two or three of these 
lights, for which appropriations have been 
obtained from Congress. One of them. is 
shortly to be sent out to America, and will, 
it is expected, be exhibited for a time at 
the Crystal Palace. I hope it will be so 
placed that everybody may see it without 
eost; for I regard it as a matter -of great 
importance that the perfect manner in 
which the invention fulfils its purpose should 
be generally known and acknowledged. — 
The want of good lights on our coast ix a 
seandal to our country. France, with a 
much smaller marine commerce than ours, 
has erected Fresnel lights at every part of 
her borders on the Atlantic and the Medi- 
terranean where the seamen needs the least 
notice of the danger. These strong rays, 
piercing the fogs and storms, give the ne- 
cessary Warning in any state of the weath- 
er. England, with a commerce but little 
larger than our own, has also adopted the 
Fresnel lights. We, on the other hand, 
content ourselves with putting up a few 
lamps which glimmer feebly when the air 
is clear, and are of no use in thick and fog- 
gy weather, that is tosay, when the light 
is wanted. We might nearly as well let 
our light-honses fall to ruin, and imitate 
the example of Turkey, which leaves its 
whole coast in entire darkness. 


_ One or two of the Fresnel light have al- 


ready been set up in America, but they are 
of the original early pattern—before Fres- 


nel and his brother had perfected the in- 


vention. I saw one of these at the reposi- 
tory of which I am speaking, and the dif- 
ference between it and those which are at 
present used in France, is very great. In 
that model, Fresnel employed only prisms 
with straight sides; he had no apparatus 
for making any other; they were put to- 
gether in small pieces; the light was ob- 
structed by the cement used to confine 
them in their places, and the stray beams 
of light which escaped through the space 
between the prisms, were caught upon mir- 


sut in the new Fresnel lights, the mirrors 
are laid aside as no longer necessary; — the 
prisms have taken a eurved shape? they 
are larger and Jess numerous, and the 


sphere of glass which they form, enclosing 


the lamp, is of ‘afar simpler and more sol- 
il construction, and a more perfect trans- 
parency. 

] was afterwards taken to the workshop 
where these prisms are made, and whence 
the western. of ix supplied 
with apparatus for its lighthouses. Here

part of the copper is in danger of corros- 
ion by being exposed to the external air. 
The great advantage of Fresnel’s apara- 
tus lies in the strength of the light) which 
it throws in thé direction where it is wan- 
ted,-but it has two other important recom- 
mendations—its economy and the ease with 
Which it is kept inorder. © With single 
lamp it does what in the old ‘method re- 
quired thirty, and it dispenses altogether 
with the clumsy contrivance of reflactors, 
Which are constantly beeoming tarnished 
and wearing out. The supply of oil which 
ix needed is, of course, comparatively. tri- 
fling. hope, for my part, that time 
will be lost in lighting the whole coast of 
the United States, through\all its degrees 
of latitude, both on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cilie, with the apparatus of Fresnel. The 
outhiy at first would be considerable, but 
it would soon be made up to the treasury 
in the diminished expense of maintaining 
the lights. A liberal appropriation for the 
piirpose made at once, would he an act of 
the utmost frugality for the public treasu- 
ry, to say nothing of the lives it might pre- 


serve, and the cargoes it might osave from 


wreck,

Slavery in Virginia. 


A correspondent of the Journal of Com- 
Inerce, Writing from the vicinity of Fred- 
ericksburg, Virginia, notices that white 
labor is gradually encroaching on black in 
that section of the country, and free black 
labor on slave labor. Mowers, he says, 
easily command two dollars a day, notwith- 
standing the low price of agricultural pro- 
duce. Tle is of opinion that slavery in 
Virginia is gradually wearing itself out. 
It will not be long, he. thinks, before field 
work will be abandoned entirely to free 
labor, amd slavery confined altogether to 
its mitivated form, as it appedrs among 
house servants. Adready, he adds, large 
numbers of Trish and German laborers are 
settling in the State. 

A century ago, Virginia was the richest 
of all the agricultural colonies. hiun- 
dred years of slave labor have rot only 
eXhausted her soil, but stamped alinost in- 
eradieable habits of indolenee upon her 
citizens. What she wants, «and has long 
wanted, are recuperated lands, free labor, 
and energetic farmers. The first can only 
be obtained, through the last two. This, 
the most eminent of her statesmen and 
agriculturists have long seen, and have 
urged the great truth on their fellow. citi- 
zens, But old habits are not easily eradi- 
eated. Planters brought up to the old 
system of an idle and careless farming, 
have found it generally impossible to  re- 
form- ‘They have accordingly ¢ontinued, 
ax long aS they could, to live out their 
vapital, by the double | process of running 
into debt and exhausting their lands.— 
Oceasionally, when imininent ruin threat- 
ened, they have put off the evil day by 
selling a few slaves to the South. Some 
even held their own by breeding negroes 
us a business. But the great bulk have 
heen growing poorer, year after year, until 
finally some of the proudest families of the 
Old Dominion, have been reduced to beg- 
gary, and have either fled for refuge to the 
fresh lands of the West or Southwest, or 
starved on, with a faithful negro or two in 
the leaky and crumbling mansion of their 
fore-fathers, till death happily relieved their 
pride and poverty. 

Where the sons of old planters have 
adopted the new system; or where the old 
planters themselves have come into it, as 
has happened in a few cases; or where 
Northern farmers, attracted by the cheap- 


ness of land, and its contiguity to the 


Eastern markets, have settled in Virginia, 
in all these cases the worn out lands have 
began to bloom again, the cultivator has 
been remunerated handsomely, the price of 
labor has risen, the condition of the slave 
has improved, and the Commonwealth, so 
far forth has been ‘benefitted. The facts, 


which the correspondent of the Journal re- 


cords, are the remote results of this spirit 
of reform, The good work, having once 
begun, will not, nay, cannot stop. The 
tide has turned, and though only its first 
faint swellings are yet discernable, it will, 
nevertheless, flow on, and on, and on, till 
Virginia is once more a garden, and Afri- 
can slavery there is swept away.—J’At/a- 
delphia Bulletin. 3

California Plants. 


Tur Lone Acoun Oak, AND FLOWERING 


very imperfect and erro- 
neous report of the proceedings of the~ Cali- 


fornia Academy of Natural Sciences at the 


meeting held on Monday evening, the. 21st 
ult., induces the writer to ask the insertion 
ot the tollawing observations. 

The species of- Oak sketched for the Soci- 
ety, Which elicited the report so imperfectly 
set forth, was, as therein stated, the Long 
Acorn Ouk of Calitornia; or (to correct the’ 
authography) the Quercus Longizlandis. It 
is sometimes, though rarely, called the Cali- 
fornia “ White Oak” this name? has_ refer- 
ence to the shape of the leaf only, which is 
precisely that of the Q. Alba of the Atlantic: 
but in no other respect will it bear the com- 
parisan ; the torm is less symmetrical, being 
open, gnarled, or kneed in the branches, sim- 
ilar to the Post Oak ; as this tree is common- 
ly seen in the low lands, itis deerepit: with 
age, though often’ of gigantic ‘proportions 
and its timber (if such it can be called, tor 
one hestitates even to dignity it as fucl) is a 
spongy, brashy comparatively useless stutt. 
From some trees of less age we have split 
tolerable rails and posts ; and our ship build- 
ers are in constant receipt of these knees 
from the Upper Sacramente about Calusa, 
but we opine they must be a very poor sub- 
stitute tar the Eastern timber. ~ These Oaks 
an the alluvial plains, are nearly, if not all. 
so aged, broken, or decayed as to seem fast 
disappearing : no young trees are seen, so far 


as we have observed, to take the places otf 


these ancient fathers of the forest and field. 


we see them more flonrishing in their prolit- 
ic, prime: In such localities the fruit is oc- 
casionally so abundant as to be a matter of 
great rejoicing to the Indians whose principal 
farinacea is the Acorn. Those acorns are 
from one inch and a half to twe inches long, 
gradually shaped ta a paint, similar to the 
tive oak and white oak acorns; the cup also 


4s similar, though in this species the scales 


are rather more swelled and irregular. — 

The fructitiedtion appears to be once in 
two years or of the biennial species. On the 
upper Sacramento, and San Joaquin the 
ground is almost bitterally ankle deep at cer- 
taint seasons, with this Indian luxury. They 
are gathered by our red men in large quanti- 
ties'‘and stored for winter use. Their meth- 
od of preparing the acorns is, to throw hot 
rocks among them till well parchad, they are 
them throws heaps tu awtal, uf tess, 
acconling to their quality .as ta bitterness, 
(far other kinds are collected when these are 
scarce) they are thus stored in both the natu- 


ral and parched state ; these parched acorns 


are readily hulled and ground on 
or pounded. This yaeai ts boiled in water-or 
miik and forms a thick porridge or stnel cal- 
led “atole;’ when cold it has somewhat the 
gelatinous consistence of “blanc mange’ or 
mush. js considered a great affence to 1e- 
fuse the offered luxury. Any depredations 
upon their acdrn stares is a casus belli.— 
These temptations trom neighboring or re- 
mote tribes generally occur after an abundant 
harvest and might be properly termed bien- 
niel acorn wars, occurring 
the month of Majeh. 

We stated that these acorns when eaten in 
the green state by hogs, produced a disease 
of the kidnies, from which many died, as_in 
the case of oue Carr, who lived in my neigh- 
berhood ua the American river “bottom” (as 
these alluvial lands are called, &c.) that by 
penning them until they were ripe, this mor- 
tality was prevented. We also stated that 
although these acaims in ripening lose their 
bitter and astringent qualities, to a considera- 
ble extent,and acquired saccharine aad whoie- 
some, properties ; yet in the green stale they 
were allied to the permanent qualities of the

Wonpvers OF THE Ocran—Wuy Fous 
PREVAUL.ON THE PaciFic Coast OF AMERI- 
ca—The mariner who first crossed the cen- 
tral Atlantic in search of a new world, was 
‘astonished when, on the 19th of September, 
1492. he found himself in the midst of that 
creat bank of sea-weed—the sea-weed mea- 
dow ot Oviede—the Sacagossa sea which, 
with a varying breadth of 100 to 300 miles, 
stietches over twenty-tive degrees of latitude, 
covering 260,000 square miles in suriace, like 
a huve floating garden, ino whieh countless 
myriads of minute wnimals find food and 
shelter. Now, itis the eddy of the numerous 
sea rivers Which collect ix one spot, and the 
cold water of the Northern Atlantic mixing 
with the warm streams of the western and 
southern currents, which produce tem- 
perature most fitted to promote this amazing 
development of vegetable and animal. lite. 
What, says the Edinburgh Review; becomes 
of the dead remains of this vast marine 
growth! Do they decompose as fast as they 
are produced! or do they accumulate into 
deposits of peoutiar coal, destined to reward 
the aesearches of future geologists atid engi- 
neers, When the Atlantic et our day has be- 
come the habitable land of an after-time !— 
In the chart af the Pacitic Ocean we are pre- 


of the intluence of sea rivers on vegetation. 
From the shores of South Vietoria, on the 
Antaretie continent, a. stream of cold water 
sixty degrees in width (the reader will recol- 
lect that in high latitudes the degrees of lon- 
vitude are:very narrow) drifts slowly along 
ina north-east and easterly direction across 
the Southern Paeitie, ull it impinges upon 
the South American coast to the south of 
Valparaiso. There it divides into two arms, 
one of which stretehes south and east, doubles 
Cape Horn, and penetrates into the south- 
western Atlantic ; the other tlows first north- 
east and then north-west along the shores of 
Chile and Peru, carvyimg colder waters into 
the warm sea, and producing a colder air 
along the low plains which stretch from the 
shores of the Pacitie to the base of the Andes. 
This current, discovered by Humboldt and 
called after his name, lowers the temperature 
of the air about twelve degrees ; while that 
of the water itself is sometimes as much as 


still wateis af the ocean through which it 
suns. The cold air seriously atlects the veg- 
etation along the whole of this coast; at the 
same time that the cold stream raises fous 
and mists, which not only conceal the shores 
and perplex the navigator, but extend inland 
also, and materially modity the climate. The 
beautiful and benificeat character of this 
modifying inttueuce become not anly appat- 
ent, but most.impresxsive, when we consider, 
as the rain map of the world shows us, that 
on the coast ot Peru no rain ever falls; and 
that, like the desert of Sahara, it ought, 
therefore, to be condemned to perpetual bar- 
renness. Both in consequence of the cold 
stream thus running alony its borders, “ the 
atmosphere loses its: transparency, and the 
sun is abscured for months together, The 
vapors of Lima are often sa thick that the 
sun seen through them with the naked eye 
assumes the appearance of the moons’s disc. 
They commence in the morning and extend 
over the plains in the form of refreshing fogs, 
which disappear soon after mid-day, and are 
followed by hae dews, which are precipita- 
ted during the aight.’ ‘The morning mists 
and eveiag dews thus supply the place of 
the absent rains, and the verdure which 
cavers the plains io the oflapring of a sea 
river. What a charming myth would the 
ancient poets have made out of this striking

will as certainly prevent colds, coughs, bron- 
chitis, &ec., in any climate that God ever 
made, as warm nights will prevent frosts. 
The surface must be superior to the conduct- 
ing power of the air.

why so many in this country dislike the , 


-climate, and why se may have coughs, is 
that class of people have feeble surfaces : 
that class are not constantly immersed in the 
free air; ate not calm in the mind; are not 
fond of bathing and do not enjoy it. The 
people must have the air that God has made, 
they must labor, play and sleep in it as birds 
do. - They must not shut it from them, but 
welcome it; and this simple habit will com- 
pel the surface to elaborate an amount of heat 
that will always be superior to wind, how- 
ever cold and searching —Journal of Health.
